LUDICROUS 


THE ARTIS £ AND TUR COUNTRYMAN 


The following laughable story, though the 

) Circumstance happened some time ago, has not 
| that we know, vet got into print. It will afford

tune whea the disclosure of the atrocities of the

| his attenticn was the easel, which unluckily hap 
pened at this time to have no canvas upon it to

rying his investigation further, he perceived in 


a corher of the room a canvas cloth spread over | 


fan object which from its form evidently could be 
nothing but a human body. 
artists call a lay figure—a perfect representation

Drawing the curtam aside be beheld a spectacle

| holding in his hand a large knife, covered with 
| blued, and a dish full of the vital stream Aand- 
ing by hun.

These interesting boys were exhibited fora 
few days during the present week at the Masonic 
Hall in the city. They are cheerful, good-hu- 
moured, and apparently intelligent, and their 
novel connection seems to give tlm but little 
uneasiness, They were visited by many of our 
most respectable citizens; and among these, 
several distinguished medical gentlemen, who 
made a careful anatomical examination, the re- 
sult of which will probably be given to the pub- 
lic. Inthe mean time we publish an extract 
from a note, written by Drs. Mitchell and An- 
derson of New York, to Capt. Coffin, on the sub- 
ject of thie strange union. The doctots say— 


** We find them connected to each other by a 
band extending from the pit of the stomach of 
each, made up in the following manner: 

** The xiphod cartilage proceeding from the 
lower part of their two breast bones, 1s continu- 
ous, and forms a hard elastic upper edge to the 
band that joins these boys. This cartilaginous 
structure is concave at its undes part, becoming 
the upper boundary of a canabin the band, that 
communicates with the abdeminal cavities of 
both children; from which the canal 1s necesea- 
rily lined by the continued membrane, and the 
whole is covered common integuments or 
skin. Thus the band is constituted: i# from four 
to eix inches in length and about two in thick- 
ness, 1s rounded at iis upper part, and sharp at 
ite under edge, having midway at the part a@ ci- 
cation or scat, showing where was conneeted 
the single navel-string or umbilicus, which alone 
nourished these two children before birth. 

**Into the canal of this alinost cylindrical 
band, there isa protrusion of viecera from the 
abdomen of each boy, upon every effort of 
coughing or other exercise; and the protrusion 
may be of intestine, liver, stomach, or spleen, 
as either of these parts should respectively pre- 
sent to the openings. 

** The sense of feeling on the skin of this band 
is connected with each boy as far as the middle 
of its length from his body. And their pulse at 
the wriets happened this dwy to beat in alterna- 
tion; one of them was under a alight catarrhal 
fever, with cvugh, but it had no influence ow the 
other.’”
